The comets visible to the naked 
eye since 1850 are found by W I 
Denning, the English astronomer, to 
have numbered 78, or an average of 
more than one a year. Of this tota 
35 were found in the first half of th> 
year and 43 in the latter half. Amons; 
the discoverers of the comets, W R. 
Brooks, of Geneva, N 
Y , has led, 
having been the first to see as many 
as six of the 78; and it may be ad­ 
ded that the same observer, with 27 
comets of all sizes to his credit, holds 
the general record as the greates' 
comet-finder 
among 
living 
astron­ 
omers.
